— There are twenty-five woraen who are 
engaged in the practice oflawin Chicago, 
and fifteen roore are to be admilted to the 
bar soon.

A 
State ticket was nominated, and delegates 
were ehosen to the natíonal convention to 
be held in Pittsburg. 

—The statement is made that Ex Presi- 
dent Harrison will in no case allow his 
name to be used in connectioo with the 
presidential candidacy, This positive 
statement is in harmony with previousan- 
nouncements authorized by the popular 
ex- President. 

— The new prospective gas company in 
Boston offers, if given a charler, to furn- 
ish gas to consumers at the rate of forty, 
fifty, sixty, and seventy-five cents per 
thousand cúbic feet, accordingto the pur- 
pose for which it is to be used and the 
quanüty used by the consumen 

— In Rhode Island the Democràtic 
platform indorses President Cleveland's 
Administratíon, declares for the gold 
Standard, favors the maintenance of the 
Monroe Doctrine, says that the Wilson 
bill was "a step in the right direcüon," 
and commen<1s to the delegates William 
E. Russel, of Massachusetts, for l'resi 
dent. 

— A friend of the late Dr. Charles Y, 
Decms once said to'him, "I sat down a 
night or two ago and calculated the in- 
crease of a dollar at compound interest, 
and found that in less than two hundred 
and forty years it amourtted to morè than 
two and a half míllion of dollars ; and I 
asked my elf whether God wotild not make 
a dollar laid up for him grow as rapidly as 
it does by the laws of trade. " 

— The Connecticut Republican Con- 
vention elected uninslructed delegates to 
St. Louis. On the financial question it 
said : We are unalterably opposed to the 
issue of unsecured paper currcncy eiiher 
by the Government or the banks ; the free 
coinage of silver at any ratio, and favor a 
single Standard .of value, and that Stan- 
dard, gold. We believe that the policy, 
with a sonnd and stable currency upon a 
gold basis, will furnish suficient revenue 
to meet all requirements of the Govern- 
ment and properly support it.
